Peony Culture 


Peonies will grow anywhere—reasonably speak- 
ng. They thrive in partial shade, but best results 
are obtained when they are planted in deep, 

|} rich soil about 2 inches below the surface and 
have a sunny location. Plenty of water during 
g? the growing season is an added stimulus, and if 
7 liquid manure is applied at intervals of ten days, 
the grower will be amply repaid for his trouble in 
the increased size and coloring of the flowers. 
When placing manure around the plants, care should 
be taken not to put any on the stems, as this will 
" sometimes cause the plants to cease blooming. Septem¬ 
ber and October are the first choice of planting months^^.

He brought to West Qrove 
the business of raising flowers, and it has become the chief industry of the town. A man of that kind always 
commands admiration and respect and, in the words of the proverb, shall stand before kings.” 

The fiftieth milestone was passed this summer. Fifty years ago in July Antoine Wintzer, our 
Vice-President, came to West Grove and began growing Roses for the people of America, and 
throughout every year for half a century he has made or directed the making of thousands upon 
thousands of Roses that have gone out from West Grove. (See Roses, page 30.)

W* scales which contain enough stored food to develop 
the blooms. Because of this nourishment, such 
bulbs as Hyacinths, Paper-white Narcissi, and Chi¬ 
nese Sacred Lilies may be grown in water if desired, 
the water containing practically no plant food. The 
whole growing series is supported by food in storage.

How to Grow Beautiful Hyacinths 


In the Open Ground 

Plant- in the fall, 6 inches apart 
each way and 3 to 4 inches deep. 
Give thorn slight protection over 
winter, arid ifi the spring, after The 
flowers are gone, the bulbs may be 
removed in time to set your sum¬ 
mer-flowering plants. 


In Pots or Window-Boxes 

Plant the bulb in the pot so that 
its crown just shows, then set 
away ip, a cool, dark place for six 
weeks or two rrionths for root- 
growth to develop. After this, 
bring gradually to the light, heat 
and air; give plenty of water.

In Glasses 

Set the bulb so that the lower 
end merely touches the water. 
Put away in a cool, dark place till 
the roots nearly touch the bottom 
of the glass, then remove gradu¬ 
ally to the light and keep the 
water cool always.
